Agendaltem IV (Cont’d):

NDC made a presentation. Mr. Johnson reported that the file is now 4G-SV 3 and the
Commission is at this stage down to dealing only with two maps, revised and revised
two, two very closely related maps. He indicated the revised map was the one NDC was
instructed on yesterday, 10-13-01.

The maps were gone over in detail and discussion was had.

Motion was made, seconded and carried toinclude Map Revision 2 asthe map
under consideration. The full name of the map is Revised 4G-SV3 as Revised twice.
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Motion was made, seconded and carriesthreeto two to attempt to AQD test the
lesser of two adjustmentsbringing District Z and BB to achieve a mor e competitive
district. Thiswould bringZZ into B asfar south asFort Lowell, asfar east as
Dodge, with aregistration AQD test to look at the competitive nature of thetest. It
was clarified it waswhere Z gives up population on the southeastern boundary.

Motion was made, seconded, and carried regarding the presentation of District Z
incursions, that inasmuch asthe maker of the motion sees no benefit from it, to
consider other issuesof Proposition 106.

Motion was made, seconded and carried to incor poratetest 4G-SV3 Revision Test 2
asaworking model into the Commission’s current test.

Motion was made and died for lack of a second to break up the enormous growth area
currently al included in District D.

Motion was made, seconded, and carried to adopt the map, test 4G-SV 3 Revision 2
asamended.

It was noted that therewill be minor flexibility for the consultantsto tweak
boundariesto very small degrees between Congressional linesand L egislativelines.

It was announced by Chairman Lynn the test, 4G-SV 3 Revision 2, was passed and
adopted as the Commission’s preferred Legidative map.

Motion was made, seconded and carried to redesignate the L egisative Districts
alphabetically with straight alphabetic enumeration with the exception that Prescott
be designated first in keeping with its historic precedence as noted in the designation
for Congressional Districts; additionally, that DistrictsF, K and G bekept in
geographic order asthey had been flipped oncein relettering during the process.

Without objection, the consultants were instructed to provide the Commissioners
electronic data and a binder with the final maps for future Power Point presentations they
individually have been asked to do for various groups.

Consultants, staff, and counsel were thanked for their hard work.

Commissioner Hall indicated some administrative work and negotiating on phase two
with counsel was necessary, some details.

Adjustments by NDC to thefinal L egislative map to avoid small pockets of
population trapped between L egislative and Congressional linesthat would
otherwise necessitate the creation of tiny precincts,

Adjustments by NDC necessary for administrative clean-up;

I dentification by counsel of any areasin which the Commission needsto
make arecord of itsfinding concerning matter sincluding, but not limited to other
plans, substantial detriment and competitivenessadjustments and/or population
deviations, before certification to the Secretary of State of the establishment of the
Congressional and L egislative Districts; and that the Commission schedulea
subsequent meeting on November 3, 2001, for the pur pose of adopting these
administrative changesto the maps, making any final statements or findingsand
voting to certify the mapsto the Secretary of State.
